The first impression was printed in Dec. 1901 in an edition 
limited to only 250 copies. Most of these were given to friends but others were 
sold. Linder (p.96) notes that the book "proved a success from the very first, and 
within a week or two Beatrix Potter decided to have a second impression of 200 
copies in a slightly better binding with a rounded back." Aside from punctuation 
changes there are 4 significant changes in the text. Illustrated with a vignette 
on the cover, color frontispiece (used from the extras of the first impression 
printing), plus 41 black and white illustrations - one opposite each page of text.

its origins in a picture-letter that 
Potter wrote to Noel Moore in 1893. 
Several years later. Potter had the 
idea of publishing a book based upon 
the letter which she then borrowed 
from Moore who had fortunately 
saved it!

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watercolor and 42 bc&w's. It is interesting to note that Potter did not want 
the entire book to be in color due to the cost of printing "and also the rather 
uninteresting colour of a good many of the subjects which are most of them 
rabbit brown and green." (Linder p.95). After the book was completed in 1900, 
Potter tried unsuccessfully to find a publisher for her little treasure. Linder 
(p.93) notes that at least six publishers rejected the book. By 1901 when it 
became apparent that no publisher would accept Peter Rabbit, Potter decided 
to publish it herself. It was not long after that, that Warne offered to publish 
Peter Rabbit with color illustrations. Potter used the first private printing 
as her guide but she was forced by the publisher to use only 30 illustrations 
plus the frontis. Thus the privately printed editions contain 11 illustrations 
never used in any other editions of Peter Rabbit. Rare and a special copy.
